Newport baa a new charter, very dlf- 


fereut in every way from tbe Itw under 
which H b«a been governed for many 
years. The new charter will go Into 
•fleet next January but the fint elec- 
tion under It will be held next Decem- 
ber. 


The election wan held ou Wednesday 


•ud was a very quiet one. A small 
vote Wi§ cut but the overwhelming 
majority WM iu favor of the charter, 
tboee opposed to it apparently Maying 
•way from the polls. It WM a very 
quterelectkm, especially in Ihe morn- 
IUK, but in the afternoon there was 
more work done and au'eflbrt 
was 


made to get out tbe vole, especially by 
the Democratic workers. 
Wbeu the 


polls were closed at 6.SO In the evening 
DO one knew how the election 
had 


gone, although it was generally believ- 
ed that tbe charter had betu adopted 
by • small majority. The actual result 
was a general surprise. 


It did not take long to count tbe bal- 


lots and tbe returns were all iu noon 
after 8 o'clock. It was very quiet ou 
the street during the evening, scarcely 
a loud word beiug spoken. The peo- 
ple examined the bulletin boards to 
see tbe result aud then went quietly 
about their business, or pleasure. 


Every ward in the city except tbe 


first cast a vote iu favor of the charter. 
The largest majority iu its favor was 
In the fllth ward, where the solid Dem- 
ocratic vote was cast for it, giving it a 
majority of 279. In the other wards 
the figures shaded off gradually until 
tbe first ward was reached, when a 
majority of 1 was cast against the 
charter. In the five wards of the city 
tiers were 1801 votes iu favor of the 
charter and 1161 against It, making a 
total majority of «43 in its favor. 


There were also two other matters to 


'be voted ou at the special election ou 
Wednesday, both propositions for the 
expenditure of money. The first was 
for tbe issuing of bouds to the amount 
of OoO.OOO for tbe construction of new 
sidewalks, and the other was for the 
issuing of bonds of $10,000 for the pur- 
chase of a portion of the Gilbert Stantou 
land adjoiniug tbe City Asylum. The 
voters did not take favorably to either 
proposition and they were snowed un- 
der by large majorities, the sidewalks 
by 577 and the City Asylum by 854. 
Every ward in the ctty voted against 
both propositions with tbe single ex- 
ception that the first ward gave a ma- 
jority of one iu favor of tbe sidewalks.

NEW CHARTER. 


Tbere was a double fatality last Bat- 


urday afternoon on tbe steamer N*w 
Hampshire which was undergoing re- 
pairs at the Old Colony shopa iu tbii 
city. Tie victims were WIlllamSbaiT- 
•11'of this city aud Timothy Noouau of 
Tauutou. Both were scalded todeatb 
by steam. 


Tbe New Hampshire waa being made 


ready to go ou tbe line. Tbe boilers 
bad beau tested a few days before aud 
had beeu found to work satisfactorily. 
Saturday afternoon Sba/Jell and Noou- 
au were in behind the boiler while 
steam was beiug raised when there sud- 
denly came a burst of steam', caused by 
the blowing out of the mauhole gasket 
of one of tbe boilers. Other employes 
set to work Immediately to reduce the 
pressure aud rescue tbe meu, but wheu 
tbe bodies were removed life was found 
to be extinct and the bodies were horri- 
bly scalded. Death was probably luslau- 
taueous. No reason can be assigned for 
the giving way of the gasket, but when 
another one was being fitted ou the day 
following It also burst. A third one 
was subsequently placed in position 
aud held perfectly. 


William Sbaftell was 52 years of age 


aud made his home at the corner of 
Bridge and Washington streets iu this 
city. He was employed iu the boiler 
makers' department of the shops aud 
had been iu the company's service for 
mauy years. He Is survived by three 
sons aud two daughters, oue of the lat- 
ter, Mrs. Fletcher, who was formerly 
au employee of the MERCUKY office, 
now residing In Kan Francisco, where 
she suffered much hardship during the 
earthquake. Timothy Norman was 68 
years eld aud was expecting to leave 
for his home in Tauutou within a few 
minutes after tbe time that the acct- 
deut occurred. H« was also- Iu the 
boiler makers' department and' like 
ShaffeU was an old employe of the .com- 
pany.

ive council of 195 members, 39 from 
ach ward, with ample powers to run 
municipal affairs. The board of alder- 
men will consist of fivemembers,elected 
lit large. The police commission will be 
abolished iu 1908. The .first election 
under the new charter occurs iu De- 
cember uext wheu the members of the 
representative council, board of alder- 
meu, 
mayor and other city officers 


will be elected. That time will be 
awaited with a very lively interest by 
all to eee how tbe somewhat compli- 
cated ' election law will work out. 
There are some who believe that the 
charter will successfully solve all tbe 
Ills that Newport Is heir to, while 
others believe that Its result will be en- 
tirely different. 
Perhaps after next 


December we slmll know more defi- 
nitely.

Scheele In 1783 laid the foundations 


for the manufacture of cyanide of po- 
tassium. With prussiate of potash for 
Its base, dried animal matter of any 
and all kinds was damped Into the su- 
perheated vessels containing the pot- 
ash, .together with Iron filings and bor- 
ings. A stonellke black mass resulted 
from the cooling, and other processes 
brought the final lemon colored crys- 
tals which resulted from evaporations 
of the solutions. From these crystals 
prnsslc acid was evolved, of which a 
2 per cent solution Is the pharmaceu- 
tical preparation, yet so powerful that 
four drops will kill a large dog. A 
chemist, putting a cyanide solution In 
a gold- lined dish In 1814, discovered 
that the gold was dissolved In the 
liquid. This was the beginning of the 
gold plating process by the use of cya- 
nide and the further Involvement of 
the poison cnme about In electroplat- 
ing, to photography and In treating re- 
fractory gold ores.—Technical World.

We have In mind one 
town in particular which Is noted for 
Its wealth aud the enlightenment of 
Its cltl/.eus whose cemetery Is much 
more shabbily kept than if It were 
turned into a cow pasture, being a col- 
lective and Individual disgrace to ev- 
ery resident of the community. This 
condition of things Is without doubt 
due to the general fact that "what U 
everybody's business is nobody's busi- 
ness," no person or persons having 
taken an Initiative to arouse their own 
or other people's Interest In bringing 
about a more respectable condition of 
affairs. 
There Is little question that 


even Iu the town referred to there 
would be plenty of people to follow if 
some one would take the lead. In tha 
writer's home, a town of a thousand 
Inhabitants, this rather perplexing mat- 
ter of the projier care of the cemetery 
has been satisfactorily solved by the 
organization of a ladles' cemetery as- 
sociation, the men being either too 
Busy or too lazy to properly look after 
the matter. The organization In ques- 
tion has had charge of the cemetery 
Tor a number of years, and the excel- 
lent care which' it has received under 
their direction has made It by all odds 
the loveliest place In or about the 
town. 
A sexton la hired to do the 


nowlng, trimming of shrubs and trees 
and care for the flower beds between 
lie 1st of April and 1st of October. 
Money with which to defray the ex- 
wnse Involved Iu the care of the cem- 
etecy Is ralseil by an annual tax of 
50 cents, a membership fee of $1 from 
those who Iwlong to the association 
and the Interest on a fund consisting 
of donations of $25 each, the payment 
of which exempts the donor from ail 
taxes and insures a careful tending of 
his lot from year to year. A country 
cemetery not far from the one In ques- 
tion Is kept iu neat uud attractive con- 
dition by means of the superintend- 
ence of a similar ladies' association. 
The businesslike and public spirited 
men or womeu (the latter seem to at- 
tend to the work most successfully) in 
aaiy community could with little dlffl- 
cnlty organize aud oversee the work of 
airing for the local cemetery and 
transform what has hitherto been a 
wilderness of grass and weeds tuto a 
well kept, restful place where the dead 
may sleep iu repose and whither the 
living will be drawn to view Its tran- 
quil beauty and renew tender and sa- 
cred memories of those "loved long 
since and lost awhile."

• ordinary dirt roads of the middle -west 
that the state of Iowa, which seems to 
be a pioneer in the movement, has 
passed a law recognizing the ntillty 
of the tool and 'Offering Inducements 
for its use In the '.making of good loads. 
The new law gives the township .trus- 
tees authority to have work done on 
the roads by the use of a road .drag 
having their approval. The work Is to 
be done under the supervision ef the 
road superintendent, who in selecting 
persona to do tbe work shall give pref- 
erence to tbe occupants of lands abut- 
ting on the road at tbe point -where 
the work Is to be done. Ueasouable 
compensation is io be allowed fer the 
service rendered, but In no case shall 
It exceed' 50 cents per mile for each 
time the road is dragged. Under the 
further terms of the act not more than 
$5 per mile may lie expended upon any 
road during the jyear. The legislation 
Is most commendable and Is already 
bearing fruit.

THE RAISING OF WALNUTS. 


Climatic conditions make California 


an Ideal place for the raising of Eng- 
lish walnuts, some facts relative to the 
culture of wTilch may be of Interest to 
our readers. Unimproved Innd adapt- 
ed to the srowing of the walnut may 
be had at J'rom $250 to $300 per acre, 
while orchards In full bearing may be 
bought at from $000 to $1,000 per acre. 
A fair yield Is 50 pounds to the 
tree, or atout 1.000 pounds to the acre, 
while many orchards average twice 
this amount The difference in yield 
depends upon the age of the trees, soil 
cultivation, climatic conditions and 
knowledge of growing. 
Tie cost of 


caring for the orchard amounts to 
about $10 r>er acre for the year, which 
Includes "Cultivation 
and 
irrigation. 


The product Is gathered, washed, bag- 
ged and placed In the packing house 
for abont a cent per pound, which 
would make the cost per acre about 
$10. The average cost of water for Ir- 
rigation. Is $3 per year for each acre, 
making the total cost of production 
about ?25. The harvest begins Oct. 1, 
the return from a fair crop, being about 
$100. 
The older orchards, whlcli arc 


mostly liarcl sliells, arc gradually glv- 
.Ing place to the soft shelled variety. 
During the early years In the orchard's 
growth various crops, such as alfalfa, 
corn, vegetables, etc.. are grown be- 
tween the rows, which keep down the 
expense of cultivation and besides 
yield large returns.

Horrible Condition of Stock Yarda 
Prefacing tneir report with the re- 


mark that they have restricted their 
statements to "those practices and con- 
ditions which we found most common 
and uot couliued to a single-house, or 
class of houses," the investigators pro- 
teed first to describe the conditions of 
tlie yards. 


They say that the pavements are most- 


ly of brick, laid with deep grooves be- 
tween them, which inevitably flll up 
wltlr manure aud refuse. 
Such pave- 


ments, they declare, cannot be properly 
cleaned, aud are slimy and malodorous 
when wet, yielding clouds of ill-suiell- 
Ins dust when dry. 
The report con- 


tinues: 


Tlie pens a*c generally uncovered, 


«ieept those for sheep; these latter are 
paved aud covered. 
The viaducts and 


platforms are of wood. Calves, sheep 
and hogs (bat have died en route are 
Ihrowu out.upon tbe platforms where

on one occasion, we counted lu dead 
-hogs, on the next 10 dead hogs. 
The 


only excuse for dejay lu removal was 
that so often beard—the expense. 


The buildings have been constructed

Bad Conditions Mad* Wort* 


Systematic ventilation of the work

for cleanliness. 
In 


some of the largest establishments sides 
that are scnflo what is known as the 
boiling room are thrown In a heap upon 
the fluor. The workers climb over 
these' buips of meat, select the pieces 
they wish, and frequently throw them 
down upon the dirty floor beside their 
working bench. 


Filth Gath*r*d Up With Meat 


We saw meat shoveled from filthy 


wooden floors, piled on tables rarely 
washed, piished'froiu room lo room In 
rotten box carls, in all of which pro- 
cesses it was in tlie way of gathering 
dirt, splinters, Moor tilth aud the ex- 
pectoration of tuberculosis aud other 
diseased workers. 


As mi extreme example of tbe entire 


disregard ou the part of employes of 
any notion of cleanliness in handling 
dressed meat, we saw a hog that had 
just been killed, cleaned, washed aud 
started on its way to the cooling room 
fall from the sliding rail to a dirty 
wooden floor and slide part way into a 
tilthy men's privy. 
It was picked up 


by two employes, plac-Hl upon a truck,' 
carried into the' cooling room and hung 
up with oilier carcasses, no effort be- 
ing made to clean it. 


Rubbish In "Potted Ham" 


In.one well known establishment we 


came upon fresh meat being shovelled 
inlo barrels ami a regular proportion 
being added of stale scraps that 
bad 


lain on a dirty floor in the corner of the 
room tor SOUK- days previous. In an- 
other 
(•stalilislinifiit. 
equally 
well 


known, a lon;j table was noted covered 
with several hundred pounds of cooked 
scraps of beef and other meats. 


Some of these meat scraps were dry, 


leathery, and unfit (o be eaten, and in 
the heap were found pieces 
of pig- 


skin, anil evt 11 ?uii:e hits of rope strands 
aud other rubbish. Inquiry evoked the 
frank admission from 
Ihe mini in 


charge tiial this was to be ground up 
ami used iu makiug "polled ham." 


Labile Wrongfully Used 


All of lbe.se canned products bear la- 


bels of which the following is a sample:

The conrenls of this package have 
been inspected according to the 
act of congress of March ;!, 1S91, 
QUALITY GUARANTEED. 


The'phraseology -Of these labels is 


wholly unwarranted. The government 
inspectors pass only upon the bealth- 
fuluess of the animal at the time of 
killing. They know nothing of Ihe pro- 
cess through which the meat has passed 
since this inspection. 


Another Instance of abuse In the use 


of labels came to our uotice. In iwo 
different establishments great stocks 
of old canned goods were being put 
through a washing process to remove 
the old labels. 
They were then sub- 


jected to sufficient heat to "liven up" 
the contents—to use the phrase of the 
room superintendent. 
After this, fresh 


labels, with the government name ou 
them, were to be placed upon the cans, 
and they were to be sent out bearing 
all the evidence of being a freshly put 
up product. In one of these Instances, 
by the'admission of the superintendent, 
the stock thus being relabeled was over 
two years old. In the other case ths 
superintendent evaded a statement of 
how old the goods were. 


Health and Comfort Ignored 


The lack of consideration for the 


health and comfort of the laborera iu 
the Chicago stockyards seems to be a 
direct consequence of tne system of ad- 
ministration that prevails. 
The un- 


sanitary, conditions In which the labor- 
ers work and the feverish pace which 
they are forced to maintain inevitably 
affect their health. 
PhysicJaoi state 


tbat tuberculosis is disproportionately 
prevalent in the stock yards, and the 
victims of this disease expectorate on 
the spongy wooden floors of the dark 
workrooms, from which falling scraps 
of meat are later shoveled up to be con- 
verted into food products. 


Even the ordinary decencies of life 


are completely ignored.

clare that their plants are kept clean, 
their methods of manufacture are sani- 
tary, their products wholesome, 
and 


that for years doctors, chemists, sani- 
tarians and official inves'tigaturs who 
have made examinations of tbe manner 
in which the meat packing plants are 
conducted have been entirely satisfied 
In every instance with the conditions 
existing In this industry. Despite this 
fact, the packers assert tbat they 
stand ready (o adopt any practical sug- 
gestion hi the line of Improvement.

GOT- 
eruor Guild announced at a late hour 
last night that he had decided not to 
commute the sentence to one of life im- 
prisonment. 


In his statement, which Is addressed: 


"To the petitioners for commutation of 
the sentence of Charles L. Tucker," 
Governor Guild s,ays: 


"I have given to your petition and 


to the case of Charles L. Tucker the 
most careful consideration. 1 have read 
all the evidence presented In the lower 
court and the ollicial stenographic re- 
port (2G1MI pages) of the proceedings in 
the superior court, together with vari- 
ous affidavits aud reports submitted to 
me. I have i:iven a lengthy hearing to 
the eouusi-1 for the prisoner and In all 
witnesses as to the facts whom they 
chose to summon, even when the testi- 
mony offered was such as could not be 
heard in a court of justice, reco^ni/.- 
lug that the governor, ou a plea of clem- 
ency, is not bound by technical laws 
of evidence. 
1 have personally ex- 


amined the neighborhood of tlie murder 
and have ou foot passed, , with 
time 


tests, over the roads aud ways about 
the Page house in Weston aud at about 
the hour of the day wheu the murder 
was committed. 
I have examined all 


the various exhibits in the case, and 
have myself fitted the blade of the 
knife of C'harles L. Tucker Into the slit 
In the bloodstained Corbet 
of Mabel 


Page." 


Nothing to Meet Evidence of Gull 


After referring to the power of tbj 


governor in his exercise of (lie func 
lions of pardon and commutation, am 
after reviewing at leugth the varlou 
legal steps that have been taken, tbi 
governor says: 


"At the hearing before me at the ex 


ecdtive chainber Justices Sheldon and 
Sherman, who occupied the bench dur 
ing the trial, were present at juiy iuvita 
tiou. 
They have reported as follows 


on the evidence offered: 


" 'After 
carefully, considering the 


testimony to which we listened yester- 
day. we respectfully report as follows 


" 'A large part of this evidence was 


the merest hearsay and could not have 
been considered in court. Much of this 
aud also of the other evidence was only 
conjectural. 
The comparatively small 


portion that could have any legitimate 
bearing was cumulative aud not of a 
character that seemed to us to com- 
mand confidence or to warrant any ex- 
pectation that. If produced at the trial, 
it properly could have brought about 
a different result from that which was 
reached. 
We cannot find that there 


would now be any material change In 
the testimony of the medical experts. 
We heard nothing to meet the strong 
evidence of guilt which was offered at 
the trial. 


"•Accordingly, If this were n ques- 


tion of setting aside the verdict of the 
jury, we should be unable to do to.' 


"This Important report commands 


serious consideration. 


About Stickpin and Knife 


"The attempt at the hearing before 


me to offer a literary parody as evi- 
dence against the law officers of the 
commonwealth but emphasizes their 
faithful, fair and intelligent services. 
No medical authority, 
who actually 


himself saw the wounds on the body 
of Mabel Page, has ever wavered In his 
statement that they might have bten 
made by a knife of the exact measure- 
ments of that which Tucker had tried 
to destroy, but which was found in 
fragments, before he had time to dis- 
pose of them, in the side pocket of his 
coat, in company with a stickpin sworn 
to have belonged to his victim. Men 
do not habitually carry stickpins loose 
in the side, pockets of their- coats.

tvery judicial authority to whom dis- 
puted questions of law have been re- 
ferred has affirmed the correctness of 
the rulings In this case. Not only did 
every member of that jury, to whom 
the original evidence, ungarbled and 
nndlstorted, was presented, find the 
prl«ener guilty, but the judge who pra- 
Bouaced sentence upon him, after every 
possible appeal to the Judiciary had 
bees exhausted, declared the verdict of 
murder In the first degree 'proper, law- 
ful aud just.'

Maria Independent Investigation 
"Proof of the miserable habit of life 


of this unhappy young man, as dis- 
closed by Incidents In connection with 
this trial. Is confirmed by uiy own In- 
dependent Investigation.

warrant, prepared, though not used 
against Tucker, did not specify 
the 


knife used in the murder, but did spec-

The falling of the rain can be 'distinct- 
ly heard, making a noise like a water- 
fall over a precipice. ' The thunder 
heard above a stormcloud Is not loud, 
and the flashes of lightning appear like 
streaks of Intensely white light on the 
surface of the gray colored vapor."

FllliuR Orvttt Bore Wltb Deuse 
Suiokc—Firuuteu Hake Circuit 
With Witter and Are Shocked 


Boston, June 7.—Through tbe uncon- 


trollable pranks of tbe electric current 
tliat supplies motive power for the ele- 
vated railway trains, thousands of per- 
80U3 were delayed in getting to their 
homes last evening at the close of their 
day's work, three persons were slight- 
ly Injured, several flremen received se- 
vere shocks, .hundreds of people were 
badly frightened and all trausnortatioi; 
service tu.-.niriii lie subway shut off for 
nearly two hours. 


The trouble occurred at the Boylston 


street'station of the subway, under thtr 
southeast corner of Boston common. 
At this point there ic a mauliole through 
which pass four large electric cables, 
two of which carry the current for the 
elevated trains and two supply the 
surface cars with power. The elevated 
cables became short-circuited and an 
explosion followed. The cables began 
to burn and the subway quickly fllled 
with smoke. All elevated trains run- 
ning turoug.b. the subway came to a 
standstill and were unable to proceed 
for nearly two hours. 


The surface cars, however, continued 


to enter the subway from the public 
garden for a time. The smoke was so 
dense and choking that by the time the 
surface cars had reached the Boylston 
street station the passengers had great 
aitHculty in breathing and 
many of 


tliem werp nearly exhausted when they 
staggered. Winded und cliokiug. up the 
p.xit stairs to the outer World. Filially 
the surface cars ceased running through 
the subway, and in consequence thou- 
sands of persons were unable to get to 
tlieir homes without long delay.' 


A company of flrerneu were sum- 


moned from a neighboring fire station. 
The subway is equipped with hose and 
water supijly, but the Instant that the 
water was turned ou the burning cables 
every man who had hold of the hose 
received a severe shock. 


Just about this time another explo- 


sion, occurred in a manhole near the 
corner of Trcmont and Eliot streets. 
Chief Mullen led a party of Bremen to 
the spot. Here the burning cables had 
set fire to a pile of newspapers that had 
been thrown through a grating from 
the street above. 
Near this spot Is a 


large steel ventilating fan and in leau- 
ing against the fan Mullen was knocked 
down by an electric shock. He was 
not seriously Injured. 


Three manholes at the Pleasant 


street entrance to the subway were 
the next to be affected, explosions oc- 
curing in all of them. 
When these 


manholes blew out three persons were 
injured. Max Trautman, 10 years old, 
was burned about the bend, Andrew 
Heed was knocked down and severely 
bruised, and Miss Anna O'Donneli was 
knocked down aud hurt by an iron gate 
of a store which was blown off its 
hinges by the force of the explosion. 
Several windows iu the neighborhood 
were shattered and a delivery wagon 
was wrecked. 


There was a little more trouble at 


the Boylston street station before re- 
pairs could be made, four large switch- 
boxes blowing out. At 7:10 p. m., a lit- 
tle less than two hours from the titne 
of the flrst explosion, the cars
